Dss Moixn, Ia., May 25.—Forty 


•three killed, a acore fatally injured and 
About fifty people eerionaly hurt ia *a 
near as can be estimated tonight, the re- 
flult of the destructive tornado which 
ewept portiona of Iowa, Illinois and 
Kineae laat night. The property losn la 
heavy, but accurate estimates thua far 
are imjoBBlbilittea. The liat of killed 
etande as follows: Jasper county, la. 
10; Polk county, IaM 9; Bockford, 4, 
Elgin, 111., 1; North McGregor, Ia., 12; 
Dnr«nge, Ia., 5; Fort Scott, Kaa., 2. 


The storm wrought ite greatest havoc 


in Iowa, where the counties of Polk and 
Jasper were devastated by two torna- 
does. 


The lost of life wao heaviest there, the 
list of dead being aa follows:

The storm originated near the town 


•of Ankeoy, ninety-five milea north of 
Den Moinea. Aa near aa can be ascer- 
tained from those who flaw the eight 
two clonda, one from the northwest 
and one from the southwest, met, and 
then dropped down on the earth and 
wrought their havoc on all that waa 
loose and fast. The storm moved north- 
eastward. Near the town of Bondurant 
it killed its first victims, the members of 
the Bailey family. The atorm was seen 
from Bondurant. 


Many farmers who bad attended the 


church services had been unable to get 
home before the storm, and their lives 
were thua saved. The track of the tor- 
nado at this point waa about a quarter 
of a mile wide. It passed onward, go* 
ing north of the town of Santiago. AH 
along tbe course the fences and build- 
inns, cropa and trees were completely 
destroyed. 
In places the bark waa 


peeled from the trees, tbe houses were 
lifted up and hurled down and broken 
into splinters. Tho cellars were heaped 
full of mud and debris, often partially 
covering those who had taken refuge in 
them. Those who (led to cavea were in- 
variably saved, but so sudden waa tho 
approach of the storm that many were 
unable to find thai shelter, though the 
caves were only a few roils away from 
them. 


A TOWN COMPLETELY ItUINUD. 


Passing onward the storm struck Val- 


eria. The railroad bridue on the Chi- 
cago Great Western -.van the first object 
it wrestled with. The bridge waa com- 
pletely demolished and tbe rails were 
twisted and bent out of shape. Tho 
town was almost completely ruined. 
The buildings were demolished when 
they stood in the full force of tbe storm, 
and those which stood nloiiu the edges 
of the atorm were moved and twisted 
and in other way a injured. A school- 
house was taken away bodily, and the 
fragments of it have so far escaped dis* 
covery. 


The family of Charles Phallin seems 


to have been tbe greatest sufferers near 
this point. It was literally wiped out of 
existence, together with all their pos- 
sessions. A pitiful etory IB told of how 
two children tried to hold the doors 
aeainat the storm until the house waa 
lifted up bodily. 
There were' aome 


strange pranks played near this town. 
An old man, holding a babe, was lifted 
up and dropped in an adjoining field 
without the least injury being done to 
either him or the child. 


Al'PEARItl) LIKE A HIGH IIAI.LOOX. 


Leaving the wrecked town, the storm 


moved forward, laying the country 
bare, wrecking houses and killing the 
inmates. One observer near Valeria, 
who saw the storm and-observed it 
carefully, says that the cloud appeared 
to be a high balloon, dark green in 
color, with a light.atreak in the center. 
It traveled at a tremendous rate, teir* 
ing up the largest trees by the roots or 
stripping them clean and driving posts 
into the earth and twisting buildings in 
the edge of its track, end first, spatter- 
ing tbe houees clone to it with mud and 
saud, stripping hedges and licking the 
grass from the fields. 


From Valeria, the eiorm moved on, 


passing near the town of Mingo. 


At Ira the cloud did considerable 


damage, gome of tho spectators say 
that the cloud divided, others that it 
was lifted upward or aped on in mid air 
with a frightful noise. The latter the- 
ory is probably the correct one. 


Later in tho evening a tornado seems 


to have struck near Manchester, in 
Delaware county, although reports Are 
still very meager from there. It is pos- 
sible that this was tbe name storm, 
after traveling a hundred and fifty miles 
in the air. that it onco more dipped 
down to tbe earth and laid bare a strip 
half a mile wide and six or eight miles 
long. There were serious disturbances 
in northeastern Iowa, and they may 
have been in the waits of the same 
cloud, crossing the Mississippi river in 
.Clayton county. The weather bureau 
ia attempting to trace the progress of 
tho atorm as here indicated. 


CROPS CAN UK HEPLANTED. 


The total loaa of property is hard to 


estimate. The crops which were ruined 
can be replanted in many cases, as the 
season ia comparatively curly. 
The 


buildings destroyed will aggreKate from 
$100,000 to $150,0011, for fortunately 
only one thickly populated community, 
Valeria, was in Ha path. 


THIRTY PERSONS 
DROWNED. 


ie storm that passed over this sec- 


tion last night waa one of the severest 
ever experienced here. The resulting 
flood cauaed heavy property damage in 
this city and throughout thia vicinity. 
The most appalling calamity occurred 
at Durango, a small hamlet on the 
Chicago Great Western, eight milea 
north, where five persona were drowned. 
Tbe dead are: 


Brakeman James Griffin, four chil- 
dren of Mrs. Clark and the railroad sta- 
tion agent. 


All were drowned by the sweeping 


away of the depot, where they had 
taken refuge from the flood. 


Besides the Clark family there were 


jn the depot Peter MOBS, James Dillon, 
Brakeman Griffin, Mrs. Clark's servant, 
May Lindeck, F. Drawler, wife and two 
children. The little frame depot was 
ifted from its foundation and floated 
into the main channel of the river, 300 
yards below, and there struck a tree 
and careened to one aide. 


Aa the depot turned over lights went 


out and the greatest consternation pre- 
vailed. Ae tbe depot careened, Brake- 
man Griffin, 24 years of age, seized the 
oldest Clark girl and plunged into the 
]ood, which extended from bluff t) 
jiuff, a dietauce of half a mile. The 
jrakeman and child must have met al- 
most instant death. The other throe 
children of Mrs. Clark were on the side 
of the depot which went down, and 
when it rose again a minute later to 
continue ita journey down the stream, 
;he children were missing. James Dll- 
on and P. MOBS managed to catch the 
overhanging branches of a tree, and here 
they were discovered when a rescuing 
party arrived. 


The others remained in the depot an-1 


til it lodged against a tree a half mile or 
10 below the depot site. 


The body of one of Mrs. Clark's chil- 
Iren, a girl 4 yuara of age, was found 
fifty yards below the tree asainet which 
he depot lodged. The bodies of Griffin 
and the girl he had attempted to rescue 
were found three miles down, lodged in 
he driftwood. The body of the other 
hild was eeen in the flood four miles 
own the river.

BOND BILL AGAIN LAID ASIDE 


Dead and Wounded Estimated at 


Nearly a Hundred. 


OxFoitn, Mich., May 25.—A terrible 
yclone struck the village of Oakwood 
nd entirely wiped it off the earth, de- 
troying all the buildings and leaving 
eath and destruction in its track.

The temperature has risen in the past 
wenty'four hours about ten degrees 
long the central coast of California, in 
he valleys and Northwestern Nevada, 
laximnm temperatures of 102 degrees 
ccnrred at Los Angeles, 108 at Yuma, 
06 at Puiuix. In the great valleys the 
cmperaturfl has rnnged from 90 to 100 
egrccs. Tho temperature for San Fran- 
isco tonight ia 23 degrees above normal 
or this time in May. At Log Angelos, 
iati Diego and San Luis Obiapo, tbe 
emneraturoa are from 20 to 23 degrees 
above normal.

General Deficiency Measure Carries 


510,000,000—Large Increase 


Over That of the House. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The general 


deficiency appropriation bill, tbe last ol 
the supply bills, was before the senate 
throughout the day and passed just be- 
fore adjournment. 
It temporarily die- 


placed tbe bill to prohibit the issue of 
bonds. As passed the bill carries about 
$10,000,000, an Increase of $6,000,000 
over the house bill.' The most import- 
ant amendment agreed to up to 2 o'clock 
wan that of $1,543,979, to the Southern 
Pacific Company for transportation of 
mails. 


At 2 o'clock the bond bill was form- 


ally laid before the senate and Mr. 
Pritchftrd of North Carolina was recog- 
nized, but after some discussion the 
xmd bill was informally laid aside and 
the consideration of the deficiency bill 
continued. 


All the committee amendments were 


agreed to. An amendment by Mitchell, 
Republican of Oregon, to pay the claim 
of John Roach, the shipbuilder, was 
ruled out on a paint of order. 


Mr. Warren, Republican of Wyoming, 


iffered an amendment appropriating 
11,027,000, covering 341 French spolia- 
tion claims reported from the court of 
claims. On a point of order, which the 
chair submitted to the senate, it was 
decided that tbe claims were proper as 
an amendment—32 to 14. 


Mr. Harris, Democrat of Tennessee, 


offered an amendment to tbe amend- 
ment appropriating 
$548,000 to 325 


claimants under tbe Bowman act. 


Botb series of claims, French spolia- 


tion and Bowman act, were agreed to. 


Further amendments were made ap- 


propriating $164,000 to pay tbe Ohau- 
teau claim arising out of tbe building of 
a batter in 1804; providing for tbe com- 
pensation to the Mexican boundary 
commission; appropriating $73,000 for 
"claims certified by the treasury de- 
partment;" appropriating $80.000 to the 
Portland company for tbe construction 
of the boats Agawan and Paulset; ap- 
propriating $77,000 to W. B. Grant for 
supplies furnished in '00 and '61. 


The deficiency bill, as amended was 


passed. The conference report of tho 
sundry civil bill was presented. 


At 6.20 the senate adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, May 25. — Mr. Kem, 


Populist of Nebraska, resumed his ob- 
structive policy at the opening of tbe 
session of the house today, entering ob- 
jections wherever possible. 


Mr, Babcock of Wisconsin promptly 


claimed the day for District of Colom- 
bia business. When it was concluded, 
on motion of Mr. Evans, Republican of 
Kentucky, tho house went into commit- 
too of the whole to consider tbe bill to 
repeal tbe free alcohol clause of the ex- 
isting tariff law. Mr. Evans, in charge 
of tho bill, opened the debate in sup- 
port of the measure, explaining the ne- 
cessity for the legislation. He eaid 
the bill would not effect the claims now 
pending, amounting to $15,000,000. 


Mr. Evans offered tha amendment to 


the bill, which had been agreed upon UB 
a compromise by some of tlie friends 
and opponents of the measure. It pro- 
vided for a joint committee of three 
members from each house of congress to 
consider all questions, relating to tho 
free use of alcohol iu the arts to report 
their conclusions to congress in Decem- 
ber. 


Speaking to the question of tl-e justice 


of the claims filed under the present 
law, Mr. Evans expressed the opinion 
that as the manufacturers had charged 
thetr customers the amount of the tax 
they wcro not entitled to have it re- 
funded by ttie government. 
If the 


courts decided otherwise the govern- 
ment would have to pay tbe penalty of 
crude and ill considered legislation. 


Mr. Russell, Republican of Connecti- 


cut, in charge of the opposition of the 
bill, said be conceived it to be tbe policy 
of tlie Republican party to care for and 
further the manufacturing industry of 
the country, and so conceiving he be- 
lieved it should give manufacturers free 
alcohol for use iu the arts. Indeed, tie 
said, tlie platform of 1892 brought on by 
Major McKinley (applause) contains a 
declaration for free alcohol. 


"How do you account for the fact," 


interrupted Mr. McMillan, "that Mc- 
Kinley, while chairman of the ways and 
means committee, made no provision for 
free alcohol in what was known as the 
McKinley bill?" 


Mr, Russell in reply called attention 


to the fact that the McKinley law re- 
duced the tax on alcohol 37>c per cent, 
and at the name time increased the im- 
port duties on goods iu the manufacture 
of which alcohol is used, 


"Give us the McKinley law as a sub- 


stitute and wo will forego tbe demand 
for free alcohol," he said. 


Mr. Hil: followed in opposition to the 


bill. He said there were advocates of 
the repeal, the whisky trust, from profit; 
the wood alcohol trust, for the same 
reason; tlie Democratic party, because 
it believed in large internal revenue 
taxes and low customs in the United 
States. 


At f> p.m. tbe committee rose. Mr. 


Strode, Republican, ol Nebraska, pre- 
sented tlie minority report in the con- 
tested election case of Martin V3. Lock- 
hart from tlie Sixth North Carolina dis- 
trict, iind at 5:lii p.m. the house 
adjourned.

Clausen. Wben the charred remains of 
he human skeleton were taken from 
he furnace In tho basement at midnight 
in Wednesday last, tbe officers were 
(allied at not finding some article of ab- 
olute identification. 
Tney were in- 


ormed by tbe doctors that it was 
trange that none of the woman's teeth 
were among tho other relics of creina- 
ion. It was known that Miss Clausen 
wore false teeth and tbe doctors said 
bey would be the last to yield to the 
errific heat. In order to ascertain, If 
kosstble, if tho missing teeth could bo 
>ronght to light, a most thorough exami- 
nation was made today. 


Police officials carefully searched the 


urnace and found two teeth containing 
metallic rivets. 


A vast amount of earth was also re- 


moved in the basement of the church, 
revealing a number of bones. 


A certain spot of apparently "made 
irth"—soil that bore evidences of hav- 
ne been disturbed at a recent date— 
was discovered in tbe coal chute beneath

Tim Committee of Ten Closing Up 


Its Work-Uneollected 


Subscriptions. 


The Committee of Ten, which was ap- 


pointed to secure rights of way and a 
depot site for tbe Valley road, held a 
meeting yesterday m the Chamber of 
Commerce rooms and adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


WHKHEAS, It is expected that the 


>an Francisco and San Joegnin Valley 
Railroad Company will have completed 
its road to tbe city of Fresno by the 15th 
of August nest, and there exists uncer- 
tainty as to whether or not tho company 
will decide to continue the road south of 
Fresno this season ; and, 


"Wuiuuus, It is greatly to the inter- 


est of Fresno county that the line be 
extended, and this committee is assured 
;hat the company could be induced to 
continue the construction of the same, 
provided a free right of way be secured 
on the surveyed line to Bakers field 
rither via Keedley and Visalia or via 
tlanford, and other concessions secured 
from the towna through which the rail- 
road would pass, therefore, be it 


"Resolved, Thas thia Committee of 


Ten do now invite tbe officers of the 
railroad company 'to visit Fresno as 
early as practicable to confer with this 
committee and other citizens of Fresno 
county as to the best means of securing 
the results desired. 


"Reiotvetl, That the secretary be and 


is hereby instructed to forward a copy 
of these resolutions to tbe railroad offi- 
cials and request an early reply," 


This is an important period in the 


building of the road. Shall it go south 
of Fresno for the present or stop here?

Irat meeting May 24, 1895, one year ago 
aat Sunday, and has been holding meet- 
ngs ever since, sometimes one every 
day and sometimes once a week.

On this 
side of the ocean a newspaper man 
must display some acquaintance with 
news after he has been introduced to it. 
Were the Milpitas Tocsin to betray so 
total a lack of news sense ae these great 
English doilies betray, the Tocsin soon 
would be no more. 


But Americans need not unduly flat- 


ter themselves ou the evident difference 
jetween British papers and our own. II 
;bey underdo the matter, we overdo it. 
[f they have little news sense, our own 
a abnormally developed, unnatural and 
unreliable. 
To illustrate: 
If that 


•heel accident 
had occurred in an 


American city, the morning papers 
would have had two or three columns 
n relation to it. They would have had 
jictures of the wheel, of the engineer 
md of some person who took a ride in 
tbe wheel on its last successful round. 
Chen they would have fcund a man who 
once was imprisoned in a wheel lor two 
loura and thirteen minutes, and hig sen- 
jalions would have been described at 
encth. The firet edition ol the Evening 
Bank would have told just when and 
how tbe passengers escaped and would 
lave published a picture of Madame 
DeSmythe, one ol the wi~iers who 
was oblized to use her petticoat to keep 
her shoulders warm during the chilly 
night. A picture ot the petticoat would 
have illustrated the account. The sec- 
ond edition ot the Clarion would have 
announced that the Buijle, as usual, had 
falsified in iU account, and that the pas- 
eengen were atill prisoners, with the 
exception of the beautiful and fascinat- 
ing' Miss filings, who, in a moment ot 
lyfitcria, had jumped from the wheel, 
thereby breaking her leg. A picture ol 
Hiss Tiling's leg would have graced the 
Cfarion'« account. 
And so it would 


iave gone. It would have been a cold 
week if at least three or tour issues of all 
the daily papers could not have been 
made thrilling with news concerning 
the stoppage of the wheel. 


The illustration is not so grotsly ex- 


aggerated that American readers will 
not remember a thousand items of 
'news" which hove been handled very 
much as in this suppositions case. We 
think It very doubtful it our people 
have any right to boast over their Brit- 
ish cousins in the matter of newspapers. 
I! their papers are too dull and con- 
servative, oure are too sensational. II 
theirs have too little heed tor news, ours 
have too little regard lor truth. II theirs 
areold-togyish, the handwriting of Jel- 
feraon Brick ia too visible in ours. 
Theirs lack news, and are tolerably re- 
liable; ours have news, and too fre- 
quently are unreliable.

merican radicalism ought to be a pos- 
billty in this country. We are old 
ough to begin to have done with

childhood, 


oubtless we have eome papers that 
ire or leas approximate this ideal me- 
urn, hut certainly they are rarely 
onnd. It surely ie poBBlble to give news 
id at the same time be reliable, at 
ast in intent. But if such papers are 
exist, the people muat demand them, 
r newspapers are a very safe index to 


popular taste. To be sure, the popular 


ste in thia case ie depraved, but there 
all the more necessity for rectifying 
., As a vitiated appetite demande the 
ery food which brings aickneea and 
eath in ita train, so doea this vitiated 
ppetite for news constantly insist on 
he food which tende to destroy the 
moral 
nature. The food should be 


changed, but tne demand for a change 
rnnst come from the patient himself. 
As long as the public ia satisfied with 
peppered and spiced sensation as its 
daily food of news, the papers will pant 
der to it. Bnt there should be a change. 
Our papers are even lesa a credit to ua 
than are those of our British cousins to 
them.

Thelr manufacture to Be Discour- 


aged in France. 


The fact that artificial wines have 


been largely manufactured in France, 
chiefly for exportation, has long been 
known to California viticuHurists who 
had to meet an unfair competition that 
bore the tacit approval of the French 
government. It appears, now, that the 
French wiuemakers have begun to rec- 
ognise the injurious nature of the buai- 
ue9B thus legalized In France. 
At ite meeting of May 4th the Society 


of Agriculturists of France passed tho 
following resolution: 
"The 
Society of Agriculturists of 


France, considering that the sanction 
pf manufacturing a drink, passing un- 
der the name of wine, by the fermenta- 
tion of matter other than the juice of 
fresh grapes, found its justification only 
when an epidemic of phylloxera had 
caused a large diminution of grape 
crops and had in fact, caused serious 
fears for a total wiping out of the French 
vineyards; that the condition of im- 
provement and reconetructou of the 
vineyards is already so far advanced 
that those considerations can to longer 
be admitted ; that considering also the 
very heavy expenses which this work 
of reconstruction, solicited by public 
bodies, has caused to the viticuitunata; 


"And considering that the price of the 


hectolitre of wine is sensibly increased 
by the cost of manual labor involved in 
the increased cultivation of the vine- 
yards, and that all branches of national 
labor have a right to an equal measure 
of protection; that, as the result of the 
declaration of experts consulted for the 
purpose, the legal tribunals And it im- 
possible to apply the protective la we 
voted of late years, and that it is im- 
perative that a atop uhould be put to the 
conspiracy of a number of manufactur- 
ers and middlemen against viticulture; 


"Resolved, That the Society of Agri- 


culturists of France insists that the pub- 
lic administrative bodies shall require 
the absolute interdiction of the exporta- 
tion of fictitious wines to other count- 
tries and the total prohibition of arti- 
ficial wines in France."
